By  the  arrival  of  the  Fidelitor  last  e 
ing  we  are  placed  in  poeaeaaion  of  the 
matae  of  the  neighboring  oolony.  We  regret 
that  we  cannot  attempt  to  giro  them  la  de- 
tail ;  for  they  are  oertaioly  the  moat  inter- 
esting items  we  hare  received  from  British 
Colombia  for  aome  time  beck  The  amount 
of  the  estimated  colonial  reoeipts  the  present 
year  is  £153,000,  which  is  supplemented  by 
nearly  £74,000,  the  unexpended  portion  of 
tbe  £100,000* loan.  This  with  £9,000  dne 
by  the  Home  Government  on  regimental  pay 
account  gives,  as  the  anticipated  funds  In  the 
hands  of  the  Government  the  present  year, 
the  sum  of  £230,000,  This  ia  intoxioatiog  ; 
and  so  we  have  au  increases  in  salaries  and 
In  offiees  to  oorrespond  with  the  presumed 
augmentation  of  revenue.  It  is  rather  re- 
freshing Id  this  matter  of  fact  age  to  witness 
the  members  ef  a  Legislature  almost  quar- 
relling as  te  who  shall  bo  first  to  propose 
additions  to  the  official  salaries.

After  this  substantial  homage  to  tbe  Grand 
L*»oie»t  %\xf$  propose r  uD(l  secon d ef  feel  re*, 
lievad  and  immediately  make  energetic; 
efforts  to  prevent  any  increase  to  the  salaries 
of  tbe  subordinates.  Fortunately  tbeae 
salaries  are  well  protected.  An  admirable 
phalanx  of  ten  courageous  and  devoted  men 
oppose  all  nefarious  attempts  at  retrench- 
ment. With  a  eelfWsaori&eing  and  sleepless 
energy  these  ten  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment maintain  their  cause,  vote  themselves 
good  round  salaries,  and  magnanimously 
stand  up  for  an  increase.  A  system  of  Gov- 
ernment that  enables  the  officials  to  concoct 
their  own  estimates,  and  vote  them,  is  one 
which  we  cannot  toe  highly  extol,  inasmueh 
as  it  tends  to  produoe  harmony  and  unanim- 
ity in  tbe  Legislative  proceedings.  And  we 
are  not  surprised  to  find  that  one  of  our  New 
Westminster  contemporaries  aoknewledges, 
with  a  kind  of  self-gratolafioo,  that  the  esti- 
mate debates  have  been  characterized  by 
oourtesy  and  conoord.  We  are  afraid  the 
hybrid  Legislatnro  at  New  Westminster  is 
becoming  too  unanimous.  Flunkeyism 
never  dissents  from  the  oommanda  of  its 
masters,  and  it  would  really  appear  that  the 
old  spirit  of  British  Colombia  had  come 
dowo  to  an  orer  weening  anxiety  to  assist  a 
large  official  staff  to  plnoge  its  hands  deeper 
and  deeper  into  tbe  treasury  of  tbe  country. 

We  have  aaid  tbe  estimated  receipts  the 
present  year,  ooupled  with  the  loan,  and  the 
moneys  due  by  tbe  Imperial  Government, 
amount  to  £230  000;  bat  although  thla  earn 
ia  £35,000  more  than  tbe  total  revenue  of 
last  year,  there  is  not  much  chance  of  a  very 
large  surplus;  for  we  iad  that  the  estimated 
expenditure  reaches  £228,000.   Out  of  thin 
is  voted  the  enormous  sum  of  £40,000  for 
official  salaries,— about  £8  per  head  on  the 
population.   Never  sinoe  the  days  of  Adam 
has  so  monstrous  an  incubus  been  imposed 
on  any  population ;  yet  so  far  has  New 
Westminster  sunk  into  something  almost  ap 
proaohing  to   belotism,   that  it  actually 
boasts  of  the  increase  to  the  eonnti 
ejpenditore./~We  must,  however,  do  the 
Columbian    the    justice    to     aay  that 
it  does  not  with  all  its  admiration  of  offioial 
affairs,  support  so  scandalous  an  extrava* 
gance.   *  The  wholesale  inorease  of  salaries" 
aaya  our  contemporary,  "  indulged  in  so 
recklessly  yesterday,  was  a  grave  mistake  ; 
and  our  only  consolation  oonsiats  in  the  hope 
that  the  Governor  will  withhold  his  sanotion 
la  one  or  two  instances  tbe  thing  would 
have  been  justifiable ;  bat,  as  it  is,  the  game 
ia  too  palpably  indeoent  to  pass.   No  strong 
er  argument  in  favor  of  union  oould  possibly 
be  adduoed  than  the  legislation  of  yester- 
day."  Can  any  one  wonder  after  this  that 
union  abonld  be  anathematised  by  the  hon» 
orable  members  of  the  Counoil.   Surely  it  is 
fighting  for  very  substantial  slices  of  breer 
and  bntter  when  this  body  declares  itaelf 
opposed  to  any  obange  that  would  curtail  or 
1  limiytx control  over  the  oolonial  revenue. 
\T  "There  is  something  so  AXCUUdluglj  rldloul- 
ous  in  some  of  tbe  estimates  tbe  preeent 
year  that  we  oan  scarcely  credit  they  bare 
been  plaoed  before  the  pnblio  in  sober  earn- 
estness.   Tbe  anticipation  of  £62,000  for 
import  duties  is  extravagant  enough  ;  but 
to  fancy  that  the  road  tolls  during  this  year, 
with  tbe  small  travel  to  Cariboo,  will  actually 
exceed  the  road  tolls  of  1863,  is  beyond  a 
reason.   Then  we  have  that  sage  measure 
— the  export  duly— which  fat  doomed  t 
drive  all  the  Kootenay  gold  by  way  ol 
Oregon— we  nave  this  experiment  put  down 
as  a  probable  contributor  to  the  revenue  to 
tbe  amount  ef  £25,000.   This  is  based  on 
the  supposition  that  t4.000.000  will  not  only 
be  extracted  from  tbe  soil  but  that  it  will  all 
pay  the  60  ceats  duty.    If  the  Government 
of  British  Columbia  gets  anything  like  as 
much  ont  of  the  export  daiy  as  its  cost  of 
oollsetion  it  will  be  acoomplishiog  miracles. 
One  of  the  few  items  in  tbe  proposed  expen- 
diture that  possess  any  real  merit  is  the  £30,» 
000  for  opening  up  communication  with  the 
Kootenay  oountry.   The  other  road  esti- 
mates  are  :  —  Road  from  Alexandria  to 
Qoesnelmouth  £12,000 ;  from  Cottonwood  te 
Williams  Ureek  £25,000  ;  frcm  Cameron- 
town  to  Uiohfield  £1,200 ;  Qaesoelmootb  to 
Cottonwood  river  £3,673.   Large  sums  are 
also  pot  down  for  repairs,  making  altogether 
a    road    expenditure    of  £78,000.  The 
eum    of    £4000    appears    for  a  light- 
ship at  tbe  mouth  of  the  Praser.  Tbe 
judioiary  is  to  be  increased  ;  there  is  in 
future  te  be  a  jedge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
at    £1200,    and    a    puisne    judge  a, 
£800.     Looking  at  tbe   figures  of  this

The  Island  Legislature  has  passed  a  law 
prohibiting  auita  for  the  recovery  of  debts 
contracted  in  liquor  bouses.  The  Advertiur 
says  lbs  law  practically  outlaws  the  business 
of  liquor  vending,  and  adds  that  ao  one 
wonld  be  surprised  to  see  the  Legislstore  go 
a  step  farther,  *t.d  compel  liquor  dealers  to 
support  all  those  made  siok  or  ineapacitated 
through  dram-selliog.  A  singular  law  baa 
also  beon  passed  prohibiting  all  lemales, 
white  or  colored,  from  visiting  Oabo,  the  me- 
tropolis, without  a  panport. 

A  Lahaina  gentleman,  acting  ander  a  com 
missioa  from  Brigham  Youug,  haa  just  booght 
a  large  plantation  in  Oahu,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  raisins  cottoa  and  lobaoco  for  tho 
Mormon,  in  Utah.  A  small  oolony  of  Mor> 
mon's  will  soon  be  placed  on  the  estate, 
about  100  acres  of  ootton  will  be  plautad  by 
April  1st,  and  in  a  short  time  from  500  to 
1000  aerea  of  cotton  and  tobacco.  It  is  pro- 
posed shortly  to  establish  a  ootton  factory 
with  1500  to  2000  spindles.  The  Advertiser 
welcomes  the  Mormons  to  the  Island*. 

Tho  Themis,  ao  English  pleanare  yaoht  of 
160  ton.,  built  of  iron,  arrived  lately  at  Hon- 
olulu.  She  is  owned  and  commanded  by 
Capt.  T.  B.  Hanbam,  a  retired  naval  officer, 
who,  aoeompanisd  by  hie  wife,  is  cruising 
about  the  world  for  pleasare.
